perienced of late. At one of New York's
Isrgest ring shop there has been such
n dematM for tock of this breed that
they have not been able to get enough
dog to llll the orders, while the other
dog hops leport that the number of
calls Is a sure evidence that the Chow
has found favor with ilcg lover.

Tn retard to this breed there arc
more KUbMantlal reasons for their popu-
larity than the mere fact that fashion
dictate that It should be the race. The
Chow Is a remarkably picturesque look-
ing: dog. exceedingly keen nnd clever,
and naturally clean and neat In Its
habit. They are one man does, that Is,
although they are affectionate to their
owners, th.w will not hobnob with every
Torn, Dick or Harry who chance to tie-- 1

stow attention tipon them, Although
they have the name of being savage ,

und unfeeling riot this Is not the ease,,
and although of a rather taciturn dis-
position they are most lovable ,md play- -
ful with ..their masters.

The history of the Chow Chow Is most
entertaining and a few facts about this
most Inter-stin- g nnd fnst becoming pop-- 1

war dog may not tie out of place. As
the name Indicate!, tin. Chow Chow Is a
nntlve of China and the name Is derived
from the pidgin English meaning food.
TVrs answering the description of the
hreed were tlrt brought to Kngl.-wi-

aibout 100 years ago, but It has been
only during the past quarter of a cen-
tury that they have been bred to any
extent. In America Mrs. Henry .Tarrett
of Philadelphia Is said to be the first
one who took up the breed and to her
must go a great of ciedlt for Its
introduction at American shows.

When the Oreenacre Kennels were
founded their owner expended consid-
erable time and money to get n strong
kennel of the breed and at the present
time this kennel houses a host of cham-
pions. At all of the laige shows Its dis-
play Is one of the mot Intetestlng and
handsome ones to be seen nnd II many
champion usually lead the prize lists.
No one who ever has seen a Chow can
help lelng Impressed by the striking re-
semblance they bear to the Alaskan
husky, and It I a debatable question
whether they ntc the descendants or the
forefathers of the dogs to be found In the
Arctic regions.

The usual Chow Is red with, light
shadings on the fringe of the hindquar-
ters ami the tall, although many black
are to be found. The most prlieri of
all Is the blue Chow, a color which Is
hard to get, us few of this shade have
been Imported. It Is aid that the blues

re the most prized of all by the Chinese
and that they originate in Manchuria,
where they are jealously guarded by tho
monks.

The points most desired lit a Choware a broad flat skull well filled up
the eye, with a muzzle moderate

In length and broad from eyes to thepoint. The nose must be black nndttlway Hat nnd wide. The ears erect
and well placed and the tongue n blu-
ish black in color. Neck should be
full, well set on the shoulders, the lattermuscular, sloping, The chest must be
hroad ni.d deep, back short, strilght, nndloins strong and powerful. Tall must
be carried over the back nnd the fore-le- u

straight and of go.nl bone. The
hind legs should lie nearly strnlght In
hocks, which gives the dog his charac-
teristic stilt when In motion. The feet
should be catlike, the coat dense andrather coarse, with a totl undergrowth.
The scowl Is characteristic of the breed
and gives the dog a fierce expression.

Every one who ha any extended
with a Chow pronounces them

tfi be splendid watch dogs, affectionate
to their masters, remarkably well man-
nered nnd dogs which require little
house training. Their star seems to bo
In the ascendant and the many fancier
who have signified their Intention ofKolng In for tho breed should stimulate

The specialty Judgf appointed are nil
men who are perfectly familiar with the
standards nnd type by which their
breed should be Judged. The nil round-
ers have been npimlnted from the best
talent In the country' and all are tried
Judge who have demonstrated their
ability on many occasions.

Talk that Is bound to crop up when-
ever a list of Judge Is announced that
this or that man on the list will be fa-
vorable to a certain breeder or a special
dog Is ridiculous. Kvery man on the
Westminster llt Is an upright, con-
scientious person and deserves the sup-
port of every fancier. Probably thero
lire some among thm whose decisions
at past show may not ngree with the
opinion held by some exhibitors, but It
does not follow that they do not know
their business or that they have been
swayed by favoritism In miking the
awards. At I fixture of the magnitude
of the Westminster every Judge will lie
on his mettle to do his best and to see
that the best dogs win, Any other
course would be suicide for them, as
their reputations are at stake.

A rousing entry should be made thl
year to how that American breeders
have confidence In American Judge and
that the public are appreciative of the
foieslght of the gentlemen who arc

mnur of the gr-at- show In Amer-
ica in giving them a list continued of the
best tnlent to be found In this country.

OTHER CHANGES IN VIEW

At the recent quarterly meeting of the
American Kennel Club delegates the win-

ning of championships and tho value
therof was one of the subjects taken up.

A rulo which requires a dog to win six
of the necessary fifteen point nt three
point shows was proposed and referred
to a committee for action. It In sold
that this rule will be passed at tho next
meeting and If It Is the A. K. C. will
have enacted the bent piece of legislation

j that has recently been passed. There
can e no dotint but that the cnam-plo- n

prefix before the name of a
dog bun lost much of Its value due to
the fact that It has been attained too
cuslly.

A rule requiring n dog to win nt two
three point shows should work a great
benellt, and although a championship
will be much harder to win the fancier
who make his dog a champion will tlnd
It wine greatly enhanred. A three
point rating Is given a show where S00
or over actual dogs are benched and It
Is only the larger shows which obtain
Hls rating. At the three point fixtures
there Is of course greater competition
and It Is not so easy for a mediocre
specimen to get tho winner's rosette, but
It Is not only In this way that the new-rul-

will work for tho betterment of the
game, for at all three point shows the
specialist Judge takea most of the breeds,
unlike Ihe situation at the smaller tlx-tu-

whete nn all rounder with a knowl-
edge of about half the breeds brought
before him hands the rlbobns out to all.
Tho Judging at the three point show will
nlways be found to be Infinitely better
than ut a two or one point affair.

Championships are awarded to enable
one to point out tho best of their breeds
und to have them go down In history as
such : but no matter what rulea nre made
In r eg. ml to the number 3f points neces-
sary for a championship the selection of
the Judges who are to award these
points Is of the utmost Importance and
the valuo of Ihe proposed rule will de-
pend uism the personnel ot the Judging
list at future shows. The value of cham-
pions In certain breeds Is much greater
than In others und this is In no little
measure due to the fnct that some
breeds nre assigned to nn expert spe-
cialist Judge while others ore given to
nn all rounder or some Judge who Is not
familiar with their stundanl nnd what a
good type of dog should De.

This may seem like an exaggeration,
but It Is nevertheless true, for during
the past summer many Instances have
been noticed wlric.h show that secretaries
will appoint a Judge for a breed which
they are familiar with, and then ndd
three or four more breeds to be Judged
by this same man whether he knows
anything ahout tlretn or not. Fair piny
for all breed alike and the choosing
of the liest men for Judges Irrespective
of whether they are personal friends of
officers of the show or not will work a
great deal of good for the dog fanvy.
There are a mimlier of breed where
pla.-lti- Instead of Judging has hecomo
the rule, and these breeds suffer more
from this cause than from any other.

The A. K. C. by adopting the now
rule will be doing It. part, ami If the
show committees nnd secretarie will
use discretion In appointing their Judges
a grent benefit will bo the result. If
championships arc to be of any real
value they nn!st after the rules have
been strengthened nlo be put upon a
proper foundation by the best Judging
for all breed. that It I t'sslble to get.

Another matter which wan brought
to the attention of the delegates ot this
meeting that should ts commend. 1 by
them was n letter from Superintendent
George Foley In which he advis-.itc- s the
use of uniform ribbons at all shows held
with the sanction of the A. K. C. Mr.
Folcv suggests that It be obllcitory
for clubs which hold howa approved by
the A. K. C. to use the American Ken',
pel Club stamp on all ribbons awarded
at their events as a guarantee Viat
such shows are licensed or glen with
the sanction of the national body. He
further suggi-st- s that uniform colors fur
ribbons be adopted ns follows: Blue for
first, red for second, third elow. and
white for reserve : winnei rrs-ett-

purple, because of the fact that Invarl-alO- y

purple Is the color widch Is gen-
erally used to denote the highest rank :

and the teserve winner red and white,
because second I red and reserve I

white.
In this letter Mr. Foley p.ilnts out

that the many unlicensed matches and
open shows which have lieeom" the
vogue In different parts of the country
give ribbons to the winners which It Is
Impossible to distinguish from a ribbon
awarded at a regular A. K. C, show.
This has led to many abuses nnd many
dogs, good, bad and Indifferent, hno
won rlbtions at matches which would
not stand the ghost of a chance In a big
show. These dogs are sometimes sold
a big prlie winners nnd the ribbons
they have won nt small matches dis-
played. On the strength of this unsus-Pctiii- g

purchaser are sometimes led to
believe that they are buying a prlzo
winner and nre chagrined at some later
show to find that tho dog for which
they have paid a big price Is a match
winner and not of enough quality to get
lietter than a V. H. C. In a large A. K. C.
show,

The adoption of the suggestion made
by Mr Foley would In a great meas-
ure eliminate this, and as the stamp
of tho A, K. C Is copyright property
of the kennel dub Its use nt shown,
where a rating 1 given, will enablo any
one to tell nt a glanrn whether n dis-
played ribbon was won nt a recognlreil
show or at a small match. This matter
Is one which has claimed the attention
of fanciers fur some time and reform
has been needed. The delegates have
referred Mr. Foley's suggestion to a
